General Pletcher asked me weeks ago to look into Sandoz KB 95. At 
that time I called the Research Director at Sandoz in New Jersey 
(Doctor Craig Burrell). As I believe you know from correspondence 
with General Pletcher, Doctor Burrell told me that there might be 
some small stocks of the drug left in Switzerland but that the 
company had closed the files on it (in fact, he had to call me 

back the following day to give me any real information on the drug). 


On receipt of your file, General Pletcher asked me to investigate 
further. JI have now been able to contact Doctor Brooke by phone, 
who came up with an excellent suggestion. Sandoz seems to have 
little interest in investigating the drug in Europe, although it 
might make supplies available, and to obtain funding for the 
investigation of the drug as research is almost impossible from 
Federal sources with the recent marked restrictions: however, 
private foundations might be able to provide the money and the 
impetus. Doctor Brooke would be quite happy to provide such a 
foundation with his observations that suggested the possibility 
of further uses for KB 95. In fact, the file of letters which 
you have in your possession already documents Doctor Brooke's data 
and interest. 


Should you succeed in interesting a foundation, I would most ap- 
preciate if/if you would let me know.

Gentlemen: 


In the early 1960's a preparation called KB 95 (Sandoz) 
was distributed to physicians in the Pacific Northwest for experimental 
use in treatment of rheumatoid arthritis, Apparently the drug was not 
effective for rheumatoid arthritis, but in treatment of mentally 
retarded patients who were suffering from rheumatoid arthritis, it was 
noticed that the drug had apparent beneficial effects upon some of 
those patients who also suffered from cerebral palsy. One of my 
nephews was one of those patients. 


In a recent discussion with my brother, I learned that the 
family physician who has been treating my nephew has been unable to 
obtain additional supplies of KB 95, and that he has not been informed 
by Sandoz representatives of the reasons for withdrawal of the drug 
after repeated requests for the drug. 


Being located in the Washington area, and being somewhat 
familiar with the idiosyncrasies of bureaucracy, I volunteered to 
attempt to learn from Government agencies here why KB 95 was withdrawn, 
and further, whether there was any possibility of a physician obtaining 
additional supplies for experimental purposes, At my request the 
physician who has had my nephew under his care has furnished to me copies 
of his correspondence with various persons, including Sandoz representatives, 
on the subject of KB 95. The name and adress of that physician is:

I have made numerous telephone calls to various individuals in 
NIH and FDA in the attempt to obtain information on KB-95. The results 
so far are that FDA was aware that the drug had been distributed for 
experimental treatment of rheumatoid arthritis, and that it had been 
withdrawn. NIH people finally suggested that I correspond with your 
organization and request of you any information you may have or may be 
able to obtain on the drug, or any suggestions that you may care to offer 
as to how to go about obtaining further information. 








My objective, of course, is to find out whether KB 95, 
or the same drug under a different name, is available anywhere, 
and, if so, how the physician who has been treating my nephew may 
go about securing supplies of the preparation, 


Your advice will be gratefully received.

MEMORANDUM TO GENERAL PLETCHER 


SUBJECT: KB 95 (Sandoz) 


1. The Medical Research Director at Sandoz was most obliging and searched 
his files on KB 95. He remembered the drug only as an antirheumatic which 
had been ineffective on evaluation by a panel of rheumatologists some 9 
years ago. He was good enough to call me back that afternoon, but this 
was unfortunately after our closing hours and he has been away until 
today. 


2. The drug was 1(N-methyl-piperadyl-4' )-3 phenyl-4 benzolpyrazolone se 
commercially known as benziperylon. Their files contain no reference to 
any beneficial side effects, much less on cerebral palsy, and I'm assured 
that these would have been included had there been any noted by reputable 
observers. As far as Sandoz is concerned the drug was simply another one 
of the antirheumatic medications which did not pan out. There's a pos- 
sibility that there may be some supplies remaining in Basle, but these of 
course py be released only for investigative purposes if at all.
